Depression versus "the Blues." 
Everyone feels sad (or "blue") from time to time. The "blues" 
are usually the result of events which occur in everyday life that 
cause sadness and stress, such as failing an exam, a relationship 
break-up, and difficulties at work.

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How to prepare for an earthauake: 

Cl^eck (or bayards at liome. 

Fasten shelves securely to walls and place large or heavy objects on lower shelves. 

Store breakable items such as bottled foods, glass, and china in low, closed cabinets with latches and 

avoid hanging pictures or mirrors above places where people may sit. 

Repair defective electrical wiring and leaky gas connections. These are potential fire risks. 

Locate safe areas within and outside the liotne 

Avoid glass and heavy book cases indoors, and stay away 
from buildings, trees, and electrical lines. 
Ideally, sturdy furniture would be sufficient. 

Supplies 

Flashlight 

Portable radio. 

Extra batteries. 

First aid kit with any personal medications 

Emergency food and water. 

In l\\ct event that an earthquake does occur: 

- DROP to the ground, take COVER under something sturdy, such as a 
table or desk and HOLD ON. 

- Stay away from glass, hung pictures, and anything that may fall, such 
as chandeliers. 

- If you happen to be in your bed, protect your head with a pillow. 

- Load-bearing doorways are ideal places to take cover, as they are 
designed to withstand heavy loads. 

- Stay inside until the shaking has stopped. 

Do not use elevators and be aware that the electricity may have gone 
out.
